WASHINGTON, Aug. . 39.—A 
Navy Department message today 
indicated that the MacMillan Arc- 
tic expedition proceeding south- 
ward in Melville Bay had encoun- 
teerd a snow storm and a heavy 
sea. 

The storm has caused some de- 
lay, and the flagship Peary now ex- 
pects to reach Umanak, Greenland, 
tonight. From that point the ex- 
plorers will visit Godhaven to study | 
the Norse ruins.

Another Strange Story. 

Another story almost as strang®¢ 
was that told by Beldt of involun- 
tary migration of the black molilen- 
sia, a dappled gray-and-black fish 
with golden eyes which suddenly 
became common along the Florida 
coast two years ago. Scientists, 
Beldt said, have laid the migration 
to a hurricane which swept the lit- 
tle fish across the gulf from their 
native haunts in Central America. 

“There's a Missouri minnow 
which sells for $1 a pair in New 
York,” he said, pointing to one 
tank. “We caught those 30 or #0 
in a county creek yesterday after- 
noon, but they are rare outside of 
this section. They are called ‘red- 
bellied dace,’ on account of the red 
streak along the side.” 

Two valuable hybrids, originated 
last year tn St. Louis, are on dis- 
play. One is the completely pink 
scion of almost compictely white 
parents, and the other is of a strik- 
ing dark bive. A third, originate’ 
this year, ‘s a hybrid petween two 
varieties of danios, an Indian in- 
portation, and represents the first 
crossing of egg-laying 1’sh in this 
country. For another “first show 
ing,” Beldt exhibits rome baby 
angel fish, a rare South American 
variety, which never tefore have 
been raised from the eggs in St. 
Louis.
